effe<*t of their mutual action is to ne- 
« » derate the motion of the satellite and 
to force it to move in a larger orbit— 
to increase its distance, therefore. 
The day of the earth is now shorter 
than the month the period of revolu­ 
tion of tin* moon. The moon is there­ 
fore slowly receding from us, and it has 
been reeo<ling for thousands of cen­ 
turies. 
But the day of the earth is, as 
we have s« *en, slowly growing longer. 
The finger of the tid« *s is always press­ 
ing upon tin* rim of our huge flywheel 
and slowly but surely lessening the 
speed of its rotation. So long ¡is the

recede from us.
